Dear  Governor  Aronson: 

A  summary  of  the  interplay  of  economic  forces,  both  good  and  bad,  on 
the  Montana  labor  market  scene  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1959  is 
presented  in  the  following  pages.  This,  the  twenty-third  in  the  series  of  Annual 
Reports  is  submitted  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  in  Sections  87-20  and 
87-122,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1947,  as  amended. 

Employment  and  unemployment  in  Montana  moves  up  or  down  in  re- 
sponse to  a  variety  of  economic  and  climatic  conditions.  Labor  supply  and  de- 
mand are  seldom,  if  ever,  equal.  The  record  of  these  shifting  patterns  affords  a 
glimpse  into  the  basic  economy  of  the  state's  various  industries  and  into  the 
employment  welfare  of  its  growing  army  of  workers.  It  naturally  follows  that 
the  Commission  in  its  dual  role  of  job  finding  and  benefit  paying  always  has 
work  to  do  and  services  to  offer  to  all  the  people  of  Montana. 

The  1959  amendments  to  the  laws  governing  the  Commission  program 
were  minor,  and  did  not  materially  change  the  overall  pattern  of  the  Commis- 
sion's operations  during  the  year. 

We  gratefullly  acknowledge  the  interest  and  cooperation  extended  the 
Commission  by  your  office,  the  Advisory  Council,  and  the  general  public.

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DECLARATION  OF  STATE  PUBLIC  POLICY 

The  following  statement  of  policy  constitutes  the  introductory  para- 
graph of  the  Montana  Unemployment  Compensation   Law. 


87-102.  As  a  guide  to  the  interpretation  and  application  of  this  act,  the  public 
policy  of  this  state  is  declared  to  be  as  follows:  Economic  insecurity  due  to  un- 
employment is  a  serious  menace  to  the  health,  morals,  and  welfare  of  the 
people  of  this  state.  Involuntary  unemployment  is  therefore  a  subject  of 
general  interest  and  concern  which  requires  appropriate  action  by  the  leg- 
islature to  prevent  its  spread  and  to  lighten  its  burden  which  now  so  often 
falls  with  crushing  force  upon  the  unemployed  worker  and  his  family.  The 
achievement  of  social  security  requires  protection  against  this  greatest  hazard 
of  our  economic  life.  This  can  be  provided  by  encouraging  employers  to  pro- 
vide more  stable  employment  and  by  the  systematic  accumulation  of  funds 
during  periods  of  employment  to  provide  benefits  for  periods  of  unemploy- 
ment, thus  maintaining  purchasing  power  and  limiting  the  serious  social  con- 
sequences of  poor  relief  assistance.  The  legislature,  therefore,  declares  that 
in  its  considered  judgment  the  public  good  and  the  general  welfare  of  the 
citizens  of  this  state  require  the  enactment  of  this  measure  under  the  police 
powers  of  the  state  for  the  compulsory  setting  aside  of  unemployment  reserves 
to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  persons  unemployed  through  no  fault  of  their  own. 
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THE  COMMISSION'S  BUILDING  PROGRAM 

The  Commission  continued  its  building  program  to  improve  and  provide 
seriously  needed  office  space  during  the  fiscal  year  and  was  successful 
in  obtaining  an  appropriation  of  $600,000.00  by  the  1959  Montana  Legislative 
Assembly  to  construct  a  new  state  central  office  building  on  the  corner  of 
Lockey  and  Roberts  Streets  in  Helena.  Continued  expansion  of  the  employ- 
ment security  program  in  this  state  over  the  past  ten  years  by  both  federal 
and  state  legislation  has  crowded  present  facilities  in  the  Sam  W.  Mitchell 
building  to  overflowing.  The  legislative  appropriation  actually  amounted  tc 
approval  of  expenditure  of  federal  "Reed  Act"  funds  in  this  state  and  author- 
ized the  sale  of  building  bonds  to  be  redeemed  with  federal  funds,  but  does 
not  involve  either  appropriation  from  the  state's  general  fund  or  additional 
state  taxation  upon  Montana  citizens.  Construction  should  begin  in  November, 
1959,  and  the  building  should  be  completed  within  21  months. 

During  the  fiscal  year  approval  was  also  given  for  the  construction  of 
a  new  state-owned  local  employment  service  office  building  in  Glendive. 
Construction  was  begun  in  July  and  completion  is  expected  by  December  31, 
1959.  This  will  bring  the  number  of  state-owned  local  employment  service 
office  buildings  to  eight.  Further  construction  will  depend  upon  the  avail- 
ability of  funds  for  this  purpose  in  the  future.

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Fiscal  1959  In  Capsule  Review 


There  were  some  good  signs  on  Montana's  eco- 
nomic horizon  as  the  fiscal  year  1959  began.  The  year 
was  relatively  free  of  major  labor  disputes  with  the 
exception  of  a  six-week  period  (8-11-58  to  9-16-58) 
when  the  West  Coast  Teamster's  strike  lockout 
reached  into  Montana  and  idled  over  500  Teamster 
Union  members  mainly  in  Billings,  Butte,  Great  Falls, 
Helena,  and  Missoula.  As  the  year  ended  on  June 
30,  1959  the  dark  clouds  of  unrest  began  to  gather 
on  the  metal  mining  scene — forewarning  of  a  strike 
that  was  sure  to  come.  In  between,  there  were  more 
employers,  more  wage  earners,  and  more  wages 
paid  out  during  the  course  of  the  year  than  in  fiscal 
1958.  The  figures  apply  only  to  employers  and  em- 
ployment covered  under  unemployment  insurance 
laws  of  the  state.  Employment,  however,  still  hac: 
some  distance  to  go  before  pre-slump  levels  were 
reached.  The  monthly  count  of  jobseekers  remained 
high,  even  during  the  good  employment  months, 
averaging  13,882  during  the  year.  The  experience 
of  recent  years  indicates  that  the  changing  industrial 
patterns  and  the  decline  of  some  industries  leave 
pockets  of  high  unemployment  in  a  few  areas  of  the 
state  even  while  most  areas  maintain  good  employ- 
ment levels.  The  problem  has  mounted  in  size  and 
severity  during  the  past  two  years  chiefly  because 
of  automation,  technological  changes,  and  certain 
economies  adopted  by  employers  especially  in  the 
fields  of  metal  mining,  transportation,  and  communi- 
cations. Adding  to  the  problem  is  the  fact  that  in- 
dustrial expansion  has  not  been  able  so  far  to  keep 
pace  with  a  fast  growing  labor  force. 

Seen  over  the  entire  year,  however,  the  state's  labor 
market  complexion  had  a  healthy  glow.  A  heavy 
agenda  of  contract  construction  was  in  many  shapes 
and  forms  changing  the  landscapes  of  both  town 
and  country.  Multi-million  dollar  shopping  plazas 
were  built  in  Billings  and  Great  Falls.  The  $85  mil- 
lion dollar  Noxon  Rapids  Dam  was  receiving  thy 
finishing  touches.  Expansion  of  military  facilities  at 
air  bases  in  Great  Falls  and  Glasgow  were  potent 
forces  in  providing  employment  for  thousands  of 
construction  workers.  Highway  construction,  at  its 
peak  period  during  the  year,  equalled  the  record  set 
in  1956.  There  was  a  variety  of  other  building  proj- 
ects throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  Montana. 
The  whir  of  activity  at  logging  camps  and  sawmills 
in  the  timbered  areas  of  the  state  was  at  a  faster 
tempo — employment  in  manufacturing  rose  about  14 
per  cent  from  1948  to  1959  chiefly  in  lumber,  plywood 
and  pulp.  New  mills,  plants,  and  machinery  were 
common  on  the  lumber  scene  during  fiscal  1959.  The 
interplay  of  the  seasonal  rebirth  of  agriculture  and 
tourist  activity  on  the  labor  market  scene  gave  addi- 
tional muscle  to  the  state's  economy.  There  were 
good  signs,  too,  in  new  industries,  and  more  to 
come. 


EMPLOYMENT 

The  direction  of  Montana's  economy  began  the 
slow  but  gradual  move  upward  during  the  last  six 
months  of  fiscal  1959.  Employment  levels  in  each  of 
these  months  were  higher  than  the  corresponding 
months  of  fiscal  1958.  The  approximate  average  of 
non-agricultural  wage  earners  during  fiscal  1959  was 
163,700,  a  gain  of  2,900  over  the  160,800  average  for 
fiscal  1958.  Employment  service  activities  in  job 
placements  and  other  services  to  workers  and  em- 
ployers kept  pace  with  expanding  employment. 

LABOR  SUPPLY  VARIES 

Job  applicants  registered  for  work  through  local 
employment  service  offices  during  fiscal  1959  varied 
from  a  low  of  '8,065  in  September  1958  to  21,802  in 
February  1959,  a  spread  of  nearly  14,000.  Normally 
the  difference  between  these  two  points  is  less  than 
10,000  depending  upon  economic  factors  and  cli- 
matic conditions.  There  was  an  average  of  13,882 
workers  seeking  employment  through  employment 
offices  during  the  year. 

JOB  PLACEMENTS  18%  HIGHER 

A  total  of  68,430  workers  selected  by  employment 
service  offices  throughout  the  state  were  hired  by 
Montana  employers  during  the  year,  representing  an 
18%  increase  over  the  1958  figure.  Job  placements 
in  industry  and  commerce  numbered  33,018.  A  total 
of  35,412  workers  were  placed  in  a  variety  of  agri- 
'  cultural  activities.  Of  the  non-agricultural  place- 
ments, most  were  made  in  the  trade  industries  with 
9,032  workers  hired,  followed  by  6,144  in  the  serv- 
ice industries,  5,244  in  contract  construction,  3,534 
in  manufacturing,  and  2,320  in  public  utilities.  The 
balance  were  in  forestry  and  fishing,  603;  mining, 
521;  finance,  insurance,  and  real  estate,  788;  govern- 
ment, 1,131;  and  private  households,  3,701.  Every 
major  industrial  group  provided  more  job  openings 
and  hired  more  workers  in  fiscal  1959  than  in  1958 
with  the  exception  of  two — mining  and  public  utilities. 

INDUSTRIAL  WAGES  UP  15  MILLION 

More  employers  and  more  wage  earners  during 
fiscal  1959  meant  more  wages  paid  to  Montana 
workers.  Wages  paid  to  insured  workers  under  the 
Unemployment  Compensation  Law  totaled  $450,- 
397,788.  This  was  an  increase  of  over  $15,000,000 
from  the  1958  wage  total  and  in  contrast  to  the  32  Vi 
million  dollar  wage  loss  from  fiscal  1957  to  1958  when 
a  troubled  metal  mining  industry  was  largely  respon- 
sible for  much  of  the  wage  loss  at  that  time.  Average 
annual  earnings  per  employee  was  up  $125  to  a 
total  of  $4,117.  The  1958  average  was  $3,992.  In 
1950  it  was  $2,752. 
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TRADE  INDUSTRIES  LEAD  THE  WAY 

During  fiscal  1959  the  trade  industries,  wholesale 
and  retail,  held  the  number  one  position  both  in  the 
amount  of  wages  paid  and  in  the  number  of  wage 
earners.  An  average  of  39,269  workers  received 
$139,283,522  in  wages.  The  upward  trend  both  in 
employment  and  wages  in  this  industrial  group 
is  expected  to  continue  with  the  opening  of  new 
multi-million  dollar  shopping  centers  in  Billings  and 
Great  Falls.  More  are  in  the  planning  stage  for 
Helena  and  Butte.  Expansion  of  existing  facilities  is 
also  planned  at  Billings. 


Statistical  changes  in  industrial  classifications  of 
some  major  industries  rather  than  economic  forces 
caused  a  drop  of  over  5  million  dollars  in  wages 
paid  by  service  industries  during  1959.  The  figures 
are  not  strictly  comparable  to  1958  because  of  U.  S. 
Department  of  Labor  changes  in  industrial  code 
groups.  For  example,  some  of  the  wage  loss  shown 
in  service  industries  can  be  attributed  to  the  sub- 
traction cf  some  industries  from  this  group  and  their 
assignment  to  another  major  industrial  group.  The 
wage  loss  in  the  service  group  would  then  show  as 
a  gain  in  the  industrial  group  to  which  it  was  as- 
signed. 


MANUFACTURING  IS  SECOND 

Growth  of  the  manufacturing  industry  in  the  state 
was  centered  chiefly  in  lumber  and  wood  products. 
Employment  in  lumbering  operations  rose  on  an 
average  of  900  during  the  fiscal  year  responding  to 
increased  demand  for  building  material  and  plant 
expansions  in  the  timbered  areas  of  the  state.  All 
manufacturing  industries  employed  an  average  of 
20,739  workers  during  the  fiscal  year  and  paid 
$100,798,350  in  wages. 


CONSTRUCTION  AT  HIGH  LEVELS 

Industrial  and  commercial  building,  school  and 
college  structures,  roads  and  bridges,  and  a  con- 
tinuing program  of  residential  construction  provided 
jobs  for  increased  numbers  of  workers  during  the 
year,  employing  14,500  at  the  peak.  Wages  paid 
to  construction  workers  were  up  nearly  9  million 
dollars  from  fiscal  1958.  An  average  of  11,523  work- 
ers received  $59,006,674  during  fiscal  1959. 


OTHER  GROUPS  ALSO  GAIN 

Two  other  industries  also  recorded  employment 
and  wage  gains  over  fiscal  1958.  Workers  in  trans- 
portation, communications,  and  utilities  received 
$45,085,204  in  wages,  nearly  2Vi  million  dollars  more 
than  in  fiscal  1958.  Wages  in  the  finance,  insurance, 
and  real  estate  group  rose  over  2Vz  million  dollars 
in  1959  to  a  total  of  $24,271,041. 


TWO  LOSE  GROUND 

Average  employment  in  the  total  mining  group 
was  down  600  from  the  fiscal  1958  totals.  Four  hun- 
dred of  this  loss  from  last  year  was  in  metal  mining. 
Sharper  employment  declines  were  seen  in  com- 
parison with  the  fiscal  1957  figures.  Total  mining 
employment  in  fiscal  1959  was  down  3,700  from  the 
1957  total,  with  3,200  of  the  loss  in  metal  mining. 
Changes  in  mining  methods,  automation,  and  econ- 
omies adopted  by  the  mining  industry  are  the  fac- 
tors largely  responsible  for  the  change.  Wages  in 
mining,  $46,017,700,  dropped  nearly  2'/2  million  dol- 
lars from  fiscal  1958  and  19  million  dollars  from  the 
fiscal  1957  totals. 


STATE'S  LABOR  FORCE  272,800 

Montana's  labor  force  as  of  July  1959  was  esti- 
mated at  272,800.  This  figure  includes  wage  earn- 
ers, working  employers,  self  employed,  and  unem- 
ployed in  all  major  industries  and  agriculture.  Digest 
cf  the  July  1959  estimate  compared  with  July  1958  is 
listed  below:

UNEMPLOYMENT 

A  decline  of  nearly  5  1  3  million  dollars  in  the  Un- 
employment Compensation  Trust  Fund  balance  dur- 
ing fiscal  1959  left  $31,004,590  available  for  benefit 
payments  on  June  30,  1959.  Contributions  to  the 
Fund  by  Montana  employers  during  the  fiscal  year 
totaled  $3,849,146.  Interest  on  the  Fund  amounted  to 
$939,715.  During  this  third  year  of  the  voluntary 
contribution  amendment  to  the  Law,  eligible  em- 
ployers made  voluntary  payments  totaling  $141,594 
allowing  them  to  retain  reduced  tax  rates. 

BENEFIT  PAYMENTS  SECOND  HIGHEST 

Net  benefit  payments  from  the  Montana  Unemploy- 
ment Compensation  Trust  Fund  during  fiscal  1959 
totaled  $10,380,415,  2  million  dollars  less  them  the 
record  breaking  $12,419,586  paid  in  benefits  in  fiscal 
1958.  The  average  weekly  benefit  amount  was 
$26.95.  A  total  of  26,546  claimants  received  the  firs* 
benefit  check  and  9,432  received  the  maxmium  en- 
titlement of  twenty-two  checks. 

MARCH— HEAVIEST  PAYMENT  MONTH 

As  usual,  the  heaviest  demand  on  the  Fund  oc- 
curred in  March.  Benefit  payments  for  this  month 
total  $1,634,222.  The  March  1958  figure  was  $2,- 
109,160,  the  highest  monthly  benefit  payment  in  the 
history  cf  the  Commission. 


HALF  OF  PAYMENTS  GO  TO  SIX  COUNTIES 

Nearly  half,  49  per  cent,  of  unemployment  com- 
pensation payments  made  in  Montana  in  fiscal  1959 
went  to  six  counties.  Silver  Bow  County  led  the  list 
with  $1,383,479  followed  by  Cascade,  $939,156,  Flat- 
head, $885,147,  Yellowstone,  $852,334,  Missoula, 
$648,167,  and  Lewis  and  Clark,  $409,811.  The  small- 
est amount  $3,767  was  paid  to  claimants  in  Golden 
Valley  County. 

OUT-OF-STATE  PAYMENTS  DOWN  $600,000 

Interstate  benefits,  those  paid  to  Montana  workers 
with  wage  credits  in  this  state  but  who  have  moved 
temporarily  or  otherwise  to  other  states,  amounted 
to  $1,055,840  during  fiscal  1959  compared  to  $1,- 
669,322  in  1958.  Claimants  who  moved  to  the  State 
of  Washington  received  the  largest  sum  of  these  pay- 
ments, $185,448,  followed  by  Idaho,  $154,285,  and 
California,  $98,890.  Experience  of  the  past  years 
has  shown  that  following  major  strikes  or  mass  un- 
employment in  Montana,  workers  migrate  chiefly  to 
other  western  states  in  search  of  employment. 


THREE  FEDERAL  PROGRAMS  ADMINISTERED  BY 
COMMISSION 

Three  federal  systems  of  unemployment  compen- 
sation operate  through  the  Commission,  with  funds 
provided  directly  from  federal  sources  and  not  drawn 


from  the  Montana  Fund.  During  fiscal  1959  unem- 
ployed veterans  received  benefits  in  the  amount  of 
$169,053.  This  program  will  terminate  January  31, 
1960.  Benefits  under  the  Unemployment  Compensa- 
tion for  Ex-Servicemen  program  were  first  payable 
for  the  week  ending  October  28,  1958.  Payments 
from  that  date  to  June  30,  1959  under  this  program 
total  $250,761.  Unemployment  payments  to  workers 
who  last  worked  in  federal  employment  amounted 
to  $444,746.  All  the  benefit  payment  figures  include 
payments  made  not  only  in  Montana,  but  also  to 
eligible  claimants  now  living  in  other  states.

Adoption  of  employment  experience  rating  as  a 
payroll  tax  measure  in  1947  relaxed  the  rigid  con- 
tribution rate  for  those  employers  whose  records  un- 
der the  terms  of  the  law  demonstrated  the  greatest 
stability  of  employment.  Payments  by  Montana  em- 
ployers into  the  Unemployment  Compensation  Fund 
have  been  reduced  nearly  45  million  dollars  during 
the  13  years  the  experience  rating  system  has  been 
operative.  The  estimated  tax  savings  to  employers 
for  the  calendar  year  1959  amounts  of  $4,706,015,  or 
56  per  cent.  The  average  tax  rate  for  1958  figured  at 
1.23  per  cent.

The  employment  estimates  published  in  this  issue  of  The  Annual  Report  to  the  Governor,  have  been  revised  to  first  quarter  1958 
benchmarks  using  a  new  industrial  classification  system.  This  change  is  an  outgrowth  of  a  revision  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifi- 
cation Manual,  published  in   1957   by  the  Executive  Office   of  the  President,  Bureau   of  the  Budget. 

The  revision  of  the  coding  structure  will  have  an  impact  on  the  continuity  of  some  series,  since  the  new  system  introduces  signifi- 
cant changes  in  the  definitions  of  many  industries.  Series  revised  t3  1958  benchmarks  which  are  not  comparable  to  those  for  1957  and 
earlier  years  are  footnoted  in  the  tables.  In  most  other  series  the  differences  in  industry  definitions  introduced  by  adoption  of  the  new 
SIC   are   too  small   to   be  significant,   or  it   has   been   possible   by   minor  adjustments  to  bring   the   series   into   approximate   continuity.
